The Declaration of the Univerfity of Dublin; Made 
and Subfcrib’d the Second Day of Augufe, :708. 
by the Vice. Chancellor, Doctors, and wasit: of 
the fame, Congregated in their Regent-Huuie ; 
Acthe time when one Mr. F. a Mafter of Arts of 
the faid Univerficy (being, for Scandalous Words 
Reflecting onthe Memory of King WIL LIA M, 
Expell’d the College 5 and, by the Provoft and Se- 
nior Fellows, Sufpended from ali Degrees taken, 
or to be taken) was, in Purfuance of the faid Sut 
pesfion, Depriv’d and Degraded. 


TJHEREAS {ome I!!-minded Men, with ma- 
ny others (who have no: been well informed 
of the Truth) do caft an Afperfion upos the Famous 
Univerfiry of this Kingdom, as if She Cherith’d 
and Encourag’d certain Seditious Perfons, who were 
[l-affected to our moft I'!uftrious Queen 4NNE 
and hec ‘Government: We the Vice Chancevor, 
Doctors and Mafters of the Univerfity aforefaid, be- 
ing folemnly Afflembled in the Houfe of Convoca- 
tion, thac we may keep off this grievous Calumny, 
and Vindicate both our felves and our Mother the 
Univerficy from the fame, do unanimoufly Declare, 
and by thefe Prefents make Known unto all People, 

I. That we own and gratefully do acknowledge, 
That the Safety of this Univerfity, as well as that 
of the Kingdom and Church, and the Profperity 
which row they Enjoy, tegether with their Security 
from the Imminent Danger of Popery and Arbitra- 
ty Power, are, through the Bilefling of God, en- 
tirely owing to the late Revolucion, under our moft 
Iluftrions King WIL LIAM the Third of Pious 
Memory. 

IL That we return Thanks to our Great and 

Good God, for the continuance and increafe of this 
our Happinefs, under the Government of our moft 
Illuftrions Queen 4NNE: Which that fhe may 
for many Years enjoy, is our carneft Defire and 
Prayer. 
II. Thar the Hope we have of the Safety, as 
well of. this Univerfity as of the Church and King- 
dom, for the time to come, depends, under God, 
alogether upon the Succefficn of the Crown of 
Kingdoms, ‘as by Law eftablifh’d, and limited 
to thofe who are, or fhail be of the Prozeftant Reli- 
gion. 

And if any Member of rhis Univerfiry fhall any 
Way, either by Word or Writing, Oppofe this our 
Declaration, (which we bope none will) we hall 
look upon him as a Seditious Perfon, a Difturber of 


the Publick Peace, and an Enemy ro the Proteftant 
Church ; and as {uch fhall proceed againf him, ac- 
cording to our good Laws and Srarutes. 


And having thus made this Publick and Solemn 
Declaration, We hope that no Mar will be fo unjuft 
or uncharitable, as either openly to declare, or pri- 


Vately toinfinuate, That this our Univerfty gives 
the leaft Countenance to any whom She finds either 


Tojurious to the Fame of our late Soveraign King 
WILLIAM, or any way Difloyal co our moft 


Iluftrious Queen or Ill-affeGed to the 
Succeifion of the Crown, as by Law 1 ftands Li- 
mited, 


Oftend, Thurfday, Sept.27. ‘ The Troops were 
no fooner aifimbark’u, on sunday the 23d Inftant, 
2nd march'd to.eacamp on the Ramparts round 
this Piace, than Generai Erle receiv’d Advice {hat 
a greac Convoy was coming from che grand Army 
for Ammuninon and Provifions: Hereupon he 
caus'd 200 Gienavicirs ammediacly co advance 
and take Pott ac Lefiin on tbe Canal berween 
wport and Plaffencale, fending our 800 Men 
ai che fame Lime to cover them from the Garri- 
fon of Newpor. Lae fame Day we had 
News that uw. de ia Moche was return’d to 
Bruges, and had reinfore’d the Garrifon there, 
Monday the 24th the Convoy came in 
from the Army, uncer a Guard of 800 Horfe 
and a like Number of Poot, the Horfe bee 
ing Commenced by Collonel Calwel; there were 
befives in every Waggon 4 Soldiers: The faid 
Convoy came over a Bridge which our Party who 
were fen: to take Poft at Leffin had laid there on 
the Canal againft their Arrival, Tuefday the 25th 
we had an Account, that the Evening before the 
Duke of Berwick was come in Peifon as far as 
Plafiendale, baving drawn together at and about 
Bruges 20 Battalions with feveral Squadrons, 
Yefterday, being Wednefday the 26th, the Wag- 
gons of the Convoy which came hither from the 
Army, being all loaded with Ammunition and 
Provifions for the Siege &c, fet forward on their 
Return by Leffin ; to keep Poffeifion of which 
Poft, and confequently 2 Communicanon with the 
grand Army, a Guard is coniinned there, and is 
to be reliev’d every 48 Hours by 1 Collonel 1 
Lieutenant Collonel 2 Majors and 800 Men, (be- 
fides 600 more at other Vofts thereabouts;) and a 
Fort is order’d to be buil there for the better Se- 
curity of that Poft and Bridge. ‘Tis hop’d the 
foremention’d Convoy will arrive fafe inthe Army, 
before Lifle on Saturday the 29:h: If it does, ic 
will give new Life to the Befiegers ; and in fhore 
we reckon, that this lucky Communication be- 
‘tween the grand Army and this Place, where we 
can be fpeedily and fuperabundantly fupplied wich 
* Stores of all Sorts from Holland and Zealand, 
‘ will enable our Generals to continue the Siege of

An Officer, who left Oftend on Priday the 28th 
Inftant N. S, has brought an Account, That M. de 
la Mothe with 1800 Men, had attempted to inter- 
cept the Convoy which went from Oftend on Wed- 
nefday the 26th; bur the Guard of the faid 
Convoy being reinforc’d by a Detachment under 
Major-General Cadogan,M.de la Mothe was totally 
Roured after a Difpure of 3 Hours.
